SWEATING UNDER THE ARMS. 

An average of 10 queries a day 
abot’the control of excessive sweat- 
ing or malodorous sweating, or sweat- 
ing that stains the clothing about the 
arm-pits may be answered with a gen- 
eral discussion of the subject. 

The sweat glands are normally large 
and very active in the axillae, and 
several layers of clothing add to the 
natural stimulation of.the glands of 
this region by the warmth which is 
maintained here from apposition of 
upper arm and chest wall. 

There is no objection, so far as hy- 
giene is concerned, to diminishing or 
ehecking sweating of a limited 
area of the skin by artificial means, 
provided only that the agent employed 
shall not irritate or otherwise injure

Instead of a revival of the religion 
of the spirit, there has come a revival 
of religious intolerance led by religious 
tenchers and laymen of national re- 
nown.

forces has fallen flat; the highets ideal 
of our governmental leaders is the se- 
curity in which the nation might save 
its own skin and soul while the rest 
of mankind puts its house in order as 
best it may.

‘Last Stopping Place”

In August and Septemebr there was 
considerable hesitation between 20 and 
"2 cents. But this was the beginning 
ot the new crop movement,.and the 
price was such as to encourage liqui- 
cation of long accounts and much 
short selling. But this was absorbed, 
vud as soon as the weight of the new 
crop movement eased up the market 
advanced. Every hindred-point ad- 
vance has been a resting spot, but 
every liquidation of contracts has been 
t.ken with surprising ease. The mar- 
ket has always moved to another rest- 
ing spot about 100 points above. If 
it stops near 30 cents does it mean 
the limit is reached? 

As for the old crop centracts, look 
at spot cotton. Mills are calling cot- 
ten and the amount in first hands 
it rapidly decreaseing. Over half of 
the total supply is already gone. There 
is a demand for spot cotton because 
there is a market for goods. Why 
should it be surprising that the Jan- 
uary consumption was so large, when 
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tic purchasing power large, and money 
plentiful? In the circumstances, goods 
will be bought, and, therefore, cotton 
will be consumed. The price index 
shows all commodities except food and 
feedstuffs are slowly advancing. 
l’rices, therefore, have not yet reached 
tbe point where they will check cgn- 
sumption. 

The supply of cotton is growing 
smaller, and there is much to lead 
to the supposition that dealers have 
eontraeted to mills more than they can 
deliver. The mills, we know, are 
consuming at a rate which, with fair 
exports, will assure a searcity before 
the end of the season. Until the con- 
suming publie calls a halt, demand for 
cotton will continue. The price will 
depend upon the ease or difficulty 
with which the demand is filled, ‘and 
there is nothing to suggest an easy 
f:lling. 

As for the new crop, no one can 
answer with as much certainty as of 
the jold. But it will come to the 
market with the decks cleared of the 
surplus of old fiber. There is a dispo- 
sition to plant as much as the labor 
situation will permit. With reason- 
able weather a sufficient supply could 
be produced, if the weevil could be 
counted ont. But that pest is the de- 
termining factor now, with the odds 
in its favor. There is more than 
an even chance that the weevils this 
vear will be as destructive as last.

One of the great problems that has con- 
fronted the state highway department has 
been to find men who can do good main- 
tenance work. We have done the Dest we 
could. Our maintenance farce is now well 
organized in almost every road section 
and we hope we have men who can do the 
work that is before them. 

Highway Shops. 

There is one other thing which will re- 
quire some of the state aid road funds this 
year and that is the state highway shops. 
As usual the shop is self-sustaining, but 
because of the rebuilding of so many 
trucks and tractors giver to the state 
highway department by the federal govern- 
ment, something like $35,000 will be spent 
this year on this special work. The fed- 
eral government has given us considerable 
equipment and is housing and sheltering 
much of it, but niuch of it weuld be worth.

We have endeavored to show what be- 
comes of the motor vehicle tax.

If state 
funds are provided the first projects where 
this mionevy wil! be used will be in the lit- 
tle Counties that are weak financially. 
The rich counties are anxious to see roads 
built in their weak neichbor’s counties. 
Let me again emphasize that some coun- 
ties will never have good roads unless built 
with state and federal fugds. If no state 
funds are provided furds from rich coun- 
ties will match federal funds in Georgia 
next year. 

How can these state funds be raised in 
sufficient amount to meet federal aid? Levy 
a tax of two cents per gallon on gas 
ar.4 lubricating oj]. Already one cent a 
gallon is now paid on gasoline. This 
hbronght in a revenne last year of $800.000. 
Two cents on gas and oil will produce 
about $1,300.000.

He goes to his market 
at least twice a week, saving a gallon of 
gas each trip or two ‘gallons per week or 
104 gallons per year. At 20 cents per gal- 
Ion his ~— on gasoline alone was $20.80. 
He saved $3 on efi, making $23.80 He in- 
vested $11.25 and received $23.80 in return. 
He also saves an hour’s time on each trip. 
He saves in tires, wear and tear of car 
and experiences great pleasure in riding 
over & smooth road. ‘ 

As just stated this revenue would be 
largely in the interest of the little coun. 
ties The big counties are now paying & 
large part of the motor vehiele tax. Of 
the $1,830,000 revenve from this source last 
| gear Fulton paid $347,113.23 or nearly one- 
fifth of thig tax. Fulton, Bibb, Chatham, 
DeKalb, Muscogee and Richmond paid $643, 
000 or little more than one-third. Twenty- 
five counties paid more than a million dol- 
lars, or about 60 per cent. 

Rieh Oounties Pay. 

Since these rich counties own a large 
per cent of the cars they would pay most 
of the gas and oil tax. They would pay 
it with little complaint because of the anz- 
iety pf the people living in these counties 
and owning cars to have a well connected 
system of roads. They know the little 
counties of the state have not the assets 
to build roads, and can not build them, but 
this proposition will enable the state to con- 
struet-the state ald roads within the bor- 
ders of the little counties. 

As just stated, the counties can do the 
work with their convicts if they wish, pro- 
vided they will do so at cost. If not 
the projects can be let to contract. Where 
counties furnish a part of the money, the 
state highway board has never awarded a 
contract until first approved by the county 
authorities of the county in which the road 
|is located and the board hae never failed 
to award the contract to the lowest bidder, 
lexcept a little bridge project in Houston 
county, where the county authorities pro- 
‘tested against giving the contract to the

'to the lowest bidders but not until the 
; bids had been approved by the county com- 
missioners, who recommended the accept- 
‘ance of the lowest bids. In each Instance 
the burean of public roads in Washington 
approved the award of the contracts to the 
‘lowest bidder, not only because the bids
